In the second place, it takes 
from industry and agriculture hun­ 
dreds of thousands of m**n and turns 
them against each other. 
Other men 
must labor to produce what they de­ 
stroy. 
Food becomes scarce and the 
price of 
necessities 
high. 
While 
Europe ia engaged in 
revising 
its 
map and decreasing its population 
we will be compelled to 
pay 
war 
costs for what we consume, and tins 
will be a very serums matter, par­ 
ticularly at the time when the normal 
cost of living is too high for com­ 
fort. 
Another serious phase of th<* 
war will be the demoralization of our 
Commerce. 
In addition to all this, 
the government may be compelled to 
assume augmented expense incident 
to the maintenance of its navy on a 
eemi-war basis, in preparation for any 
eventualities that tna> arise. 


To us, news reports give the im­ 
pression of a general desire for war 
among 
the 
European 
powers, 
but 
England ami France seem to be do­ 
ing their utmost to pacify the other 


w a r - l i k e nations 
If some of the sub 
jects of the English, French and Ger­ 
man governments had their way, war 


would be a thing of the past. 
They 
recognize the crime of pitting roan

They regard it as immoral and in­ 
human to sacrifice life and property 
to the intrigues of diplomacy and the 
ambitions of unscrupulous rulers. 
It is anomalous that at

Me yearly spend huu 
dreds of millions for armaments and 
military establishments, because wt 
recognize that 
we 
have not 
pio- 
gressed sufficiently from barlvarism to 
adjust our disputes without resort to 
brute force. 
Europe 
today 
stands 
upon the threshold of one

tin 
most blood-thirsty struggles that has 
ever been waged by man. And it may 
be said that of all the senseless and 
unnecessary wars, this is 
the

necessary and excusable 
Is it any 
wonder, therefore, that 
the m asses complain because 
they 
are com pelled to desert their harvest, 
absent themselves from 
home 
and 
family and offer themselves as sa 
rifiees in a struggle in which they 
have no personal or pecuniary inter­ 
est?

I judgm ent than by hasty action and 
i heated words of denunciat ion. 
We have just completed 
covering 
the basins at the waterworks at an 
expense of about $6,000, 
I 
believe, 
th a t our water supply be kept free 
from 
contamination. 
After 
taking 
this precaution 
would it not be un­ 
wise to turn into th e mains water 
jifrom the Country club lake which is 
•largely surface »water drained 
from 
the surrounding pastures? 
The

pense of acquiring this source of sup­ 
ply would be g reat and there is no, 
assurance that the supply would be 
constant.

ENGLAND AND 
FRANCE STRIVE

Paris, August 1.—With nearly ev­ 
ery power in Europe mobilizing arm­ 
ies and navies and with well authen­ 
ticated reports arriving of 
militant 
activities along frontiers, France and 
England have put their heads 
to­ 
gether in the hope of evolving a plan 
that will prevent general conflict. 
,To effect an arrangement that will 
be compatible with the dignity and 
interests of Russia and Austria-Hun­ 
gary is the problem. 
To further this 
end Premier Asquith postponed m. st 
of the declaration he had Intended to 
make before the British parliament. 
England Could Strike at Once. 
This final effort to 
save Europe 
comes at a time when Germany and 
Russia are frankly under arms and 
governing their people 
by 
martial 
law, when France has mobilized to 
protect herself against possible Ger­ 
man advance, and when England has 
advanced 
warlike 
preparations 
to 
such a point that she could strike to­ 
morrow.

‘Conversations” in Vienna, and the 
Austrian capital expresses a slight

recently the general 
nclination was to consider the cxi- 
roversy lightly. 
It will be remembered 
that the 
trouble began when the state moving 
icture censor board 
several 
days 
igo out many of the significant fea- 
ures out of the reproduction of Jack 
iondon’s story in the movies. 
An iu- 
tant. plaint was heard. 
The produc­ 
ers charged that the censors were 
unfair and lias taken out of the film« 
the features that were most desired 
to show the evils of 
intoxication. 
The censors, one of whom is a wo­ 
man, replied with the statement that 
the eliminated features were unaes- 
thetic and that anyway the elimina­ 
tion didn’t hurt the efficacy of 
the 
production as a whole. 
Then came 
the charge that the liberal interests 
were eager to shut the picture out. of 
the state because of the impending 
'wet and dry” war and that the pro­ 
ducers had been offered thousands of 
dollars if they would 
refrain 
from 
showing the pictures in the state un­ 
til after the November election. 
Now the c a s e has been carried to 
the attorney general and his ruling 
is that unless the dcislon of the movie 
censors can be questioned as to mo­ 
tive, that decision may not be recall­ 
ed or reviewed by the state industrial 
commission which appoints the cen­ 
sors. 
Meantime 
further 
develop­ 
ments are expected and a court ac­ 
tion is threatened to make the cen­ 
sors recede from their position.
